WORKS THAT ENDURE. 


In New York, the centenary of An­ 
drew H. Green has just been cele­ 
brated. Probably few persons of this 
generation outside of New York state 
know anything about the man or what 
he did. 
The New York Times, in a 
long article in its editorial 
columns, 
reviews in outline his work and the 
reasons why New York holds his name 
in honor. 
It is interesting that The 
Times gives first place Minong those 
reasons— of which there are many— 
to the fact that Mr. Green did more 
than any other man to make Central 
Park. ‘‘Men were amazed,” says The 
Times, “that it should be proposed to 
set aside for grass and trees so vast a 
space otherwise available for human 
habitation, for streets and shops. But 
all criticism of the plan died when it 
came to realization, and today Central 
Park stands as one of his many mon­ 
uments.” 
It is not easy to say what kind of 
work is most worth doing or how a 
public officer can best serve his peo­ 
ple. 
Mr. Green held important pub­ 
lic office and he was concerned in 
many great undertakings. He con­ 
ceived the idea of Greater New York, 
of combining Manhattan, Brooklyn, 
Queens, Richmond and the Bronx in 
one. 
As controller he played an im­ 
portant part in smashing the Tweed 
Ring. Yet of greater importance than 
these services in The Times’s opinion, 
was the creation of Central Park, and 
it counts among his major achieve­ 
ments also the work that he did to­ 
wards establishing New York’s two 
great museum of arts and of natural 
history and her public library, and 
towards establishing the Bronx Zoo­ 
logical Gardens. 
In this, surely, there is a lesson that 
every community in the country, large 
and small, might study with profit. 
Labors such as those of Andrew H. 
Green in New York seldom attract a 
large deal of attention while they are 
in progress. 
In the 
political 
cam­ 
paigns for instance, that rage with 
such heat and fury in so many cities, 
such things as parks 
and 
museums 
and public libraries do not often fig­ 
ure. 
They 
seem at such 
times to 
many of us to be things of minor im­ 
portance nice things to have but of 
much lesser consequence than the 
personalities and affiliations of candi­ 
dates for office and the policies they 
stand for. 
Yet it is the parks, the 
musicians, the 
libraries that stand 
through the years; and it is the man 
who brings them into being who is the 
greatest benefactor of his fellow citi­ 
zens. 


SHALL TOBACCO GO NEXT. 
Mr. L. Ames Brown, discussing in 
The Atlantic Monthly the question, 
“Is An Anti-Tobacco Crusade Com­ 
ing?” 
concludes 
that it is entirely 
possible that one is coming, but de­ 
clares that it isn’t likely to come for 
some time yet. “There is not yet,” he 
says, “a real concert of action among 


the organizations and individuals that 
are pointed in that direction nor is 
there a common program. Practically 
all the propaganda work is being aim­ 
ed at the individual as the custodian 
of his own habits, while it is only by 
implication that 
the 
arguments for 
rooting out the production of tobacco 
are advanced. 
Not until there is un­ 
ion among these forces will there be 
strength sufficient to force constitu­ 
tional change. 
In the matter of or­ 
ganization, the movement is in its first 
phase—comparable to the period be­ 
fore the Anti-Saloon League was or­ 
ganized, to give real driving power 
and an actual 
program to the pro­ 
hibition movement.” 
Nevertheless, 
Mr. 
Brown 
warns 
against taking the easy and comfort­ 
able view that nothing will come of 
it. “Only careless thinking,” he says, 
“tolerates that conclusion,” and he re­ 
minds us that thousands of persons 
took this pose of confident assertion in 
the years when the 
prohibitory tide 
was rising. 
He sums up the results of his own 
investigation of the subject by say­ 
ing that “conditions have passed the 
stage where an anti-tobacco crusade 
was impossible to where one is possi­ 
ble,” and he evidently thinks it not 
too soon to consider what had better 
be done if the onslaught does come. 
It must, he says truly, be met by some­ 
thing better than a sudden, eleventh 
hour propaganda of the corporations 
constituting 
the 
tobacco 
industry. 
Above all, he holds, the ordinary man 
who likes his smoke must not per­ 
mit himself to be cowed or prevented 
from speaking out.

to this enlightened community.

housing problem is solved in advance 
for him.

They are es­ 
tablished in the midst of an interesting 
section of the state, which invites the 
lover of nature particularly. 
The
